High risk re-offenders not welcome

A letter from mayor Dorothy Moore will be sent to noti¬ 
fy government officials about the concerns town council 
has for the safety of the community. 

On Feb. 10, local RCMP notified the public that Allan 
Pratt would be released into the town the following day 
on a 12 hour unsupervised visit from the Bowden 
Institute. 

Pratt is serving time for first degree murder. The mur¬ 
der took place when Pratt was on a similar unsupervised 
visit. 

The community did not take the news well and calls 
quickly went out to the RCMP, MP Myron Thompson’s 
office, and the Bowden Institute, expressing concent 
over the decision. 

Later that day the visit was temporarily cancelled, 
according to the National Parole Board. 

Moore will send a letter to federal officials urging a 
review of the appropriate legislation so that criminals 
such as Pratt, who have committed murder, numerous 
violent acts and who are likely to reoffend are not 
released into the community. 

Letters will be sent to Prime Minister Steven Harper, 
Justice Minister Vic Toews, and Thompson. 

“Council is responsible both to represent the views and 
concerns of residents and to ensure that we provide good 
government and a structure that supports the values of 
our community and provides for their overall best inter¬ 
ests in the long and short term,” said Moore. “We will be 
writing letters to support those who have demonstrated 
their understanding of and concern for the safety of our 
community.” 

Town council also wishes to formally express its sup¬ 
port of the RCMP detachment and its members in their 


decision to release the information about the release of 
an inmate categorized as potentially (and historically) 
dangerous. 

“We will ask that our RCMP be allowed to continue to 
inform the community of potential risks. And that we 
commend and appreciate their continuing demonstration 
of how they serve and protect with honour within the 
Didsbury detachment area,” said Moore. “Our discussions 


with our member of parliament, Myron Thompson, have 
confirmed our mutual support for a larger priority in deci¬ 
sions within the justice department and its facilities and 
policies for the best interests of communities. The letters 
will document both our concerns and our appreciation to 
all decision makers involved.” 

Council made the decision to direct mayor Moore to 
send the letter at its town council meeting last Tuesday. 


Fire agreement a done deal

A fire agreement between the town of Didsbury and 
the Mountain View County (MVC) is another step in a 
county-wide strategy to work toward mutual goals 
that will benefit all. 

Didsbury already had a fire agreement, as did each 
of the other communities, now these agreements align 
with each other. 

“The Didsbury and District Fire Authority is a joint 
organization with a board composed of members from 
the county and the town," said Mayor Dorothy Moore. 
“The new fire agreement is part of an initiative to align 
all of the different fire agreements within the county 
into a general agreement with provisions for the dif¬ 
ferences between communities as well.” 

The six municipalities met over a period of months 
to work out the details of the general agreement and a 
formula that would address the variances. 

“It was a more comprehensive process than initially 
envisioned but it was also the initial demonstration of 


the more progressive and cooperative relationship 
that the six municipalities have agreed to,” said Moore. 

The agreement states MVC will share costs for these 
services under a number of guidelines. 

There is to be a base cost to provide fire services for 
urban and rural residents irrespectiv e of the volume of 
fire calls which should be shared equally. 

There will be costs which vary with the number of 
fire calls which should be shared based on call vol¬ 
ume. 

There may be fixed costs in some urban centres 
which are greater than the base cost. 

And, being that rural residents may benefit from the 
additional services requiring these increased costs, the 
county will share these costs on a per capita basis. 

The county will make annual financial contributions 
to store and protect firefighting equipment. 

The county will also purchase or cost share fire¬ 
fighting equipment depending on the reasons for the 
equipment purchases. 

The agreement was passed at last week’s town coun¬ 
cil meeting.

The earlier reports to the community 
have addressed Council’s first priority of 
ensuring long-term fiscal viability. Another 
of Council’s top priorities is providing effec¬ 
tive, efficient and responsive government: 
This Council priority led to a comprehen¬ 
sive Town of Didsbury Communication 
report by staff member Nicole Aasen. The 
following descriptions of our communica¬ 
tion strategies rely heavily on her analysis 
and information. 

Our Didsbury website (www.didsbury.ca) 
provides information about our community 
which is increasingly accessed by area resi¬ 
dents as well as people around the world. 
You will find the history of Didsbury, won¬ 
derful pictures, a map, upcoming events, 
utility rates, council and administrative 
information, recreation schedules and 
much more on an attractive and regularly 
updated website. We have been told that 
most corporations narrow their choices to 
two or three potential sites from the com¬ 
munity profiles and information on the 
community’s website alone, and then only 
contact those communities whose online 
information addressed their initial screen¬ 
ing standards. 

The Didsbury Community living Guide 
has been published quarterly since 
September 2004. Completely self-suffi¬ 
cient, it provides a compact guide to cur¬ 
rent information about coming events, 
recreation, schedules and community 
groups, while offering a lasting advertising 
medium for local businesses who support 
it. 

The Town Crier Ls published every second 
month in a newspaper format, with current 
information on utilities, new policies, pro¬ 
grams, construction, and other town specif¬ 
ic information, as well as articles from 
Council and administration. 

We have contracted a more cost effective 
and consistent Town newspaper ad in the 
Didsbury Review. The ad includes all of our 
statutory notices and provides current 


Town information on a weekly basis, and 
now is distributed to all residents here and 
in surrounding municipalities. 

Our best method of communication Is by 
personal contact of all kinds. Your conver¬ 
sations with Council and staff and your let¬ 
ters and phone calls are important to us, 
formal and informal. We formed our vision 
and strategies on the input Council received 
before and dining the election campaign, 
on well attended meetings with Council at 
the 5-0 club and the Train Station, and your 
ongoing feedback and input. Our Meet the 
Taxpayer meetings became so poorly 
attended that we have been using meetings 
that are less frequent, larger, and more 
focused on specific issues. We try to get 
back to everyone who brings an issue to us 
with a response. We appreciate your ideas 
and your obvious commitment to the wel¬ 
fare and vibrancy of the community, and 
Council clearly shares that commitment. 

It is time to review our Didsbury 
Municipal Development Plan soon, and will 
be looking to residents to work with us to 
plan for the Didsbury of the future.

Wannamaker takes sixth at 
Canadian Challenge

Battling the brutal cold, Rick 
Wannamaker took sixth place at the 
Canadian Challenge without much snow 
training and while adjusting to the new for¬ 
mat. 

The annual sleddog race started out in 
Prince Albert on Feb. 15 and for the first 
two and a half miles, Wannamaker carried a 
('TV camera woman on his sled. 

For the first 65 miles, Wannamaker said 
the weather was chilly but not that bad. 

He did not know what was in store ahead 
though, which was the coldest weather 
either he or his dogs have ever ran in. 

“When I got to the checkpoint in Elk 
Ridge it was extremely cold,” said 
Wannamaker. “We (he and wife Dena) put 
coats on the dogs, we really bundled them 
up. The weather got really bad, so they held 
us there for awhile. It was whiteout condi¬ 
tions.” 

The temperature went as low as -58 degrees Celsius 
with wind chill. 

Wannamaker kept himself warm with boot warmers, 
hand warmers, beaver mitts, a face mask, and lots of lay¬ 
ers. 

“I was still cold," he said. “A lot of guys out there got 
frostbite.” 

At the Elk Ridge checkpoint Wannamaker was forced 
to drop one of his best dogs after it iryured its wrist, leav¬ 
ing him with 11. 

Dropping a dog meant leaving it with Dena, where it 
could be cared for. 

The next checkpoint was in Weyakwin and upon arriv¬ 
ing there, Wannamaker said his dogs were feeling pretty 
good. 

“They were not eating as best as we I bought they 
should,” said Wannamaker. “We watched a native musher 
nearby who trains in extreme cold. And he put his dogs in 
the dog box on the truck and then feeds them. So we tried 
this and it worked really well. The dogs ate quite a bit.” 

At this checkpoint, Wannamaker said people were still 
concerned about the cold weather so they remained there 
for six hours. One hour Wannamaker spent sleeping and the 
rest of the time was spent massaging and feeding the dogs. 

“The dogs dehydrate a lot faster in that weather, 
because they do not drink as much water," said 
Wannamaker. “We gave them lots of snacks.” 

The team finally left there at 9 p.m. At that point the 
temperature was -46 w'ith wind chill. 

They then arrived at the halfway point at 8 am. which 
was in La Rouge. 


Wannamaker spent five hours sledding in the dark 
because the battery for his lights did not last as long as 
they usually do, due to the extreme cold. 

“The moon lit up everything though. It was just gor¬ 
geous,” he said. 

As part of the new format in the race, a mass start took 
place with all 17 teams on the lake at the halfway point. 
The shot of an airhom marked the go time. 

“I was nervous. We heard a lot of horror stories about 
the mass starts,” said Wannamaker. “There was enough 
snow though, so there were lanes for each team. It 
turned out to be cool. It was very exciting for the spec¬ 
tators." 

The wind was really blowing on the lake so 
Wannamaker said he put the coats back on the dogs. 
Then the temperature quickly rose and the dogs really 
slowed down. 

“I had to take the coats off again, then their speed 
picked back up," he said. “I was just being over cautious 
and I ruined about half an hour.” 

As the team headed back to Weyakwin, the dogs ran 
hotter and better, and the weather really improved. 

“The trip from Weyakwin to Klk Ridge was pretty nice,” 
said Wannamaker. “I saw other teams on the trail that I 
got to talk to. One lady told me I talked too much.” 

(hire arriving in Elk Ridge, Wannamaker said the team 
just stopped for a quick snack and drink and continued 
on their way. 

Wannamaker was the sixth one through the finish line, 
finishing with 10 dogs - the most dogs of all the teams. 


“There were vets at every checkpoint,” 
said Wannamaker. “At the end they shook 
our hands and told us we did a great job 
taking care of the dogs.” 

Jessie Royer won first place and three 
teants did not finish. 

“I think sixth place is still very 
respectable. It was a brutal race. That cold 
really takes a lot out of it," said 
Wannamaker, who placed second in the 
race last year. “Last year the coldest it got 
was -25 degrees with wind chill and that 
was only for a few hours." 

Wannamaker was upset he was unable to 
train a lot in the snow due to the weather 
conditions here this year. 

“We did our training on a quad,” said 
Wannamaker. “We were the only ones with 
no snow to train on.” 

It had crossed the Wannamakers’ minds 
not to compete in the challenge this year, 
but they eventually decided to go through 
with it. 

“The new format really hurts us,” said 
Wannamaker. “The mass start at the halfway point and 
the mandatory stops turns the race into more of a 
sprint race than a distance race. The continuous format 
from last year is much more dog friendly.” 

According to Wannamaker, one of the best teams in the 
world pulled out of the race because they felt there was 
too much mandatory rest. 

“I was half an hour out of third place and one hour 
out of first," said Wannamaker. “This year it seemed to 
be more about how hard you can drive the dogs where¬ 
as last year it was about managing and conditioning 
them.” 

()ne of the Didsbury family’s favourite things about the 
race was the inspirational people they met. 

“In the cold weather you become very close with tho 
other people competing very fast," said Wannamaker. “It 
is very special what we all went through. At some points 
you wonder why you are doing this. First no snow to train 
on then terrible weather conditions. But once you get to 
the race everyone pulls together. It is a warm, fuzzy feel¬ 
ing “ 

Wannamaker said he could not have done it without the 
help of Olds sponsors Trackside and Husqavama, lams, 
Dick and Valeda Wannamaker, and Joyce Mullen, and the 
amazing core of volunteers that were out in the cold for 
days with no sleep. 

“I have no regrets. It was an adventure,” said 
Wannamaker. 

“I am not sure if we will do it again next year, we will 
see.”

Bike trialing - one of the 
latest sports crazes - is a 
form of offroad cycling 


The obstacles of bike trialing 


derived from motorcycle 
trials where one slowly 
negotiates man-made and 
natural obstacles. 

For the first time, this 
exciting sport will he 


brought to the Didsbury 
area with a bike trials com¬ 
petition on March 12, start¬ 
ing at 10:30 a.m. at 
Rocksprings Farms. 

Competitors will range in 


age from 13 to 32. Some 
will be competing for the 
first time while others have 
been doing it for ten years, 
such as organizer Felix 
Lee. 

“I have been active in the 
trials community for a long 
time and I usually go to 
competitions in the 
Calgary or Kananaskis 
area,” said Lee. “There is 
usually a big competition 
at the Outdoor Show in 
Calgary but this year they 
did not have the space so 
they dropped it.” 

Lee, being a Didsbury 
resident, thought it would 
be great to get a competi¬ 
tion in the area but just 
needed to find the indoor 
space. 

That is when he discov¬ 
ered Rocksprings Farms, 
located at the first place 
north of the corner of 
Bergen Rd. and Range Rd. 
4.1. 

“There were a lot of dis¬ 
appointed riders when 
they cancelled the one in 
Calgary, so I stepped up 
and said I would put some¬ 
thing on," said Lee. “There 
is going to he quite a bit of 
action.” 

The competition will 
include a set of six major 
obstacles and a bunch of 
smaller ones. 

Each competitor will 
have under two minutes to 
complete the obstacle 
without touching their feet 
to the ground. 

“I am still building on the 
obstacles, but one will 
include a six foot diameter 
spool, another spool on an 
angle, and a flat one, with a 
four foot gap in between. 
The rider will have to jump 
from one to another." 

Lee says this could be a 
potentially dangerous 
sport hut it is safer than 
mountain biking. 

“In this level of riding, 
the competitors have a lot 
of practice, so accidents 
are rare,” said Lee. 


Lee first got into trialing 
at a mountain hike race, 
when he saw other bikers 
hopping around on one 
wheel. 

“I tried it out, and then I 
discovered it was a sport, 
the same as motorcycle 
trials," said Lee. “It is a 
very interesting branch of 
cycling.” 

Riders from across the 
province will come 
together at the 
Rocksprings competition, 
which Lee says is turning 
into a battle between 


Edmonton and Calgary. 

“There are 18 riders 
signed up so far and they 
are pretty much split, liv¬ 
ing near Calgary or 
Edmonton,” said Lee. “It 
is going to be very excit¬ 
ing. 1 encourage specta¬ 
tors to come out and 
watch.” 

There is no charge for 
spectators and if you 
would like to compete 
there is still room. You 
can email Felix Lee at 
flixlee@telus.net and the 
cost is $30.

Question: 


QUESTION: In the past you explained the first nine princi¬ 
ples of your "Lore Musi He Tough" philosophy. What are the 
remaining eight? 


DR. DOBSON: 


DR. DOBSON: These eight "Love Must Be Tough" principles that will help you avoid the com¬ 
mon pitfalls of those who are trying to win the heart of another during the courtship phase:

15. Sexual familiarity can be deadly to a relationship. In addition to the many moral, spiritual 
and physical reasons for remaining virgias until marriage, there are numeroas psychological and 
interpersonal advantages as well. Though it's an old-fashioned notion, perhaps, it is still true that 
men do not respect "easy" women and often become bored with those who have held nothing in 
reserve. likewise, women often disrespect men who have only one thing on their minds. Both 
sexes need to remember how to use a very ancient word. It's pronounced "NO!” 

16. Country singer Tom T Hall wrote a song in which he revealed an understanding of the con¬ 
cept we have been describing. His lyric read, "If you hold love too loosely then it flies away; if 
you hold love too tightly, it'll die. It's one of the mysteries of life." Hall's observation is accurate. 
If the commitment between a man and a woman is given insufficient importance in their lives, it 
will wither like a plant without water. The whole world knows that much. But fewer lovers seem 
to realize that extreme dependency can be just as deadly to a love affair. It has been said that the 
person who needs the other least will normally be in control of the relationship. I believe that to 
be true. 

17. There is nothing about marriage that eliminates the basic need for freedom and respect in 
romantic interactions. Keep the mystery and the dignity in your relationship. If the other partner 
begins to feel trapped and withdraws for a time, grant him or her some space and pull back your¬ 
self. Do not build a cage around that person Instead, release your grip with confidence while 
never appeasing immorality or destructive behavior.
